Shore watchers saw one B ritish 
patrol vessel attacked and escape I 
unharmed. Je ts of w ater rose from 
either side as she 
zig-zagged 
to 
dodge two bombs dropped from a 
low-flying Nazi plane. 
British fighters then chased the 
invader into the clouds where the 
pursuit continued. Fighters were in i 
action against other G erm an planes 
over several east coast towns.

Yarmouth today, the air m inistry 
announced.

gressm an Earl Lewis, of Ohio, in a 
special interview on Puerto Rico. 
Citing the increased 
importance 
cf Fhierto Rice to continental U nit­ 
ed States as a 
result 
of 
defense 
plans which make Puerto Rico a 
vital link in defense not only of 
the Panam a canal, but of the en­ 
tire Caribbean area. Congressman 
Lewis said he believes th at Puerto 
R ico is probably qualified for state­ 
hood, and thB/t if it is qualified 
the fact tha*t It is 
not contiguous to 
the 
m a i n l a n d 
should not stand 
in its way. 
He pointed out 
th a t Puerto Rico 
is no further from 
W ashington than 
is Denver. 
Colo­ 
rado. for instance 
and th at its pop­ 
ulation is greater 
than 
that b f 
a 
num ber of states 
Cong. Lewis 
now in the Union. 
“It seems to me that the argum ent 
that Puerto Rico is not. contiguous 


to the mainland is a feeble 
one,
